The  Louisiana  Folklife  Center  of 
Northwestern  is  presenting  its  second 
annual  Natchitoches  Folk  Festival 
July  17-19  in  Prather  Coliseum. 

The  multi-cultural  festival,  which 
last  year  drew  some  12,000  people 
from  at  least  26  states,  offers 
visitors  more  than  22  hours  of 
musical  entertainment,  master 
crafts,  slide  and  film  presentations 
on  the  state's  timber  industry, 
workshops,  exhibits  and  ethnic 
foods. 

The  1981  Natchitoches  Folk 
Festival  features  Friday  and 
Saturday  night  music  shows  at  8 
p.m.  and  Saturday  and  Sunday 
daytime  programs  from  10  a.m.  to  6 
p.m. 

Music  show  tickets  are  S2  per 
person,  and  admission  to  the 
daytime  programs  is  S3  for  adults 
and  $1  for  students  and  children  10 
years  and  older. 

The  Friday  Night  Music  Show 
spotlights  the  bluegrass  music  of  the 
Loggy  Bayou  Misfits,  the  North 
Louisiana  hill  country  music  of 
Troy  DeRamus  and  the  North 
Louisiana  String  Band  and  the 
Zodico  music  of  John  Delafose  and 
the  Eunice  Playboys. 

Featured  on  the  Saturday  Night 
Music  Show  are  Hadley  Castille  and 
his  Cajun  'Grass  Band,  Al  Ferrier 
and  the  Showtimers,  Hezekiah  and 
ihe  Houserockers,  and  John 
Delafose  and  the  Eunice  Playboys. 

Master  Crafts  which  are  being 
featured  include  duck  decoys, 
arrowhead  chipping,  wooden  bowls, 
animal  and  bird  callers,  shingle 
riving,  chair  caning,  needlework, 
quilting,  hide  tanning,  basketry, 
beadwork,  pottery,  native  American 
toys,  dulcimer  and  fiddle  con- 
struction, file'  making,  poke 
bonnets,  spinning,  ox  yoke  making, 
fish  net  knitting,  tatting,  boat 
paddle  making,  African  walking 
stick  carving,  ranchstyle  leather 
work,  doghorn  making  and  corn- 
shuck  dolls.

Enrollment  ai  Northwestern 
during  this  year's  summer  ';emesier 
is  up  26  percent  over  the  summer 
session  of  1980.  and  regisiraiion 
figures  offer  indications  ihai  the 
upward  trend  in  enrollment  should 
continue. 

Ii  is  signficani  that  four  of  the 
university's     seven     colleges     had 
enrollment    inc- 
reases,    a     fact 
which  reflects  a 
growing  interest 
jmong   prospec- 
iive  students  in 
the         entire 
university. ..not 
just       certain 
Bienvenu         academic      of- 
ferings. 

Graduate  School  enrollment 
jumped  from  1.374  to  2,372.  There 
were  also  enrollment  increases  of  25 
percent  in  the  College  of  Science 
and  Technology,  21  percent  in  the 
College  of  Business  and  14  percent 
in  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts. 

Overall,  enrollmeni  increased 
from  3.714  last  year  to  4,689  this 
summer.  This  is  extremely  im- 
portant to  the  university,  of  course. 
since  Northwestern' s  budget  is 
determined  by  a  student  credit  hour 
formula. 

Hundreds  of  alumni  and  friends 
of  the  university  have  been  involved 
in  a  program  to  promote  Nor- 
thwestern and  bring  new  students  to 
the  campus,  and  the  summer 
enrollment  increase  demonstrates 
the  success  of  their  efforts.  All  of  us 
ai  Northwestern  are  sincerely 
grateful  for  the  tremendous  support 
of  those  who  are  working  so 
diligently  and  productively  on 
behalf  of  our  great  institution.

Northwestern  News  Briefs 


Research  Program 

Nine  academically-outstanding 
science  majors  from  institutions  in 
four  states  have  been  selected  to 
participate  in  an  undergraduate 
research  program  this  summer  at 
Northwestern. 

The  10  week  program,  conducted 
by  the  Department  of  Microbiology 
and  Biochemistry  at  Northwestern. 
is  funded  through  a  S19.0I2  grant 
awarded  by  the  National  Science 
Foundation. 

Participants  in  the  research 
program  are  given  an  opportunity  to 
conduct  serious  research  usually  not 
available  to  them  until  they  have 
entered  graduate  school  or  are 
employed  in  industrial  research. 

Flag  Presented 

A  Civil  War  flag  handmade  from 
the  petticoats  of  young  ladies  of 
Natchitoches  for  the  Breazeale 
Battalion  has  been  donated  to 
Eugene  P.  Watson  Memorial 
Library  at  Northwestern. 

The  flag,  with  the  lettering 
"Breazeale  Battalion"  sewn  on  one 
side  and  "Partisan  Rangers, 
Natchitoches"  stitched  on  the  other, 
was  secured  for  Northwestern's 
library  by  former  Natchitoches 
mayor  Bobby  DeBlieux,  who  is  now 
Louisiana's  assistant  secretary  for 
culture,  recreation  and  tourism. 

NSU  librarian  Donald  N. 
Mackenzie  said  the  flag  was  made 
by  the  young  ladies  of  Natchitoches 
and  presented  to  Col.  Winter  W. 
Breazeale  in  about  1861 . 

Scholarship  Established 

Natchitoches  rancher  John 
McLeod,  a  widely-recognized 
breeder  of  Simmemal  cattle,  has 
established  an  $600  agriculture 
scholarship  at  Northwestern  State 
University. 

The  John  McLeod  Simmenlal 
Scholarship  will  be  awarded  an- 
nually to  NSU  agriculture  majors 
who  have  annually  to  NSU 
agriculture  majors  who  have  an 
interest  in  animal  science  and 
careers  in  the  livestock  industry.

Slide  Presentation  By  NSU  Women  in  National  Library

Two  women  at  Northwestern 
have  developed  a  unique  20-minute 
slide  presentation  on  Natchitoches 
which  has  been  accepted  for  in- 
clusion in  the  National  Library  of 
the  Daughters  of  the  American 
Colonists  in  Washington,  D.C. 

The  project,  which  gives  an 
overview  of  the  historical  places  and 
events  of  the  Natchitoches  area,  was 
coordinated  by  Mrs.  Fern 
Christensen,  associate  professor  of 
education,  with  assistance  from 
Mrs.  Carol  Wells,  assistant  archivist 
at  NSU. 

"This  slide  show  is  an  effort  to 
preserve  and  present  the  historical 
data  on  Natchitoches  from  1690  to 
the  present  lime,"  stated  Mrs. 
Christensen.  who  shot  the  68  color 
slides  selected  for  the  presentation 


Mrs.  Christensen  said  the  slide 
show,  which  is  narrated  by  Mrs. 
Wells,  was  approved  by  the  state, 
regional  and  national  committees  of 
the  DAC  for  inclusion  in  the 
organization's  National  Library. 

"The  Daughters  of  the  American 
Colonists  accepted  the  slide  show 
because  it  depicted  the  area  during 
the  Colonial  period,"  explained 
Mrs.  Christensen. 

She  said  the  slide  presentation  can 
be  loaned  by  the  DAC  National 
Library  to  DAC  chapters  across  the 
country  for  use  in  their  programs. 

A  copy  of  the  presentation  is 
being  maintained  by  Mrs. 
Christensen  for  distribution  to  civic 
clubs,  schools  and  other  groups 
interested  in  learning  more  about 
the  historical  importance  of  the 
Natchitoches  community. 


Groups  may  request  the  slide 
presentation  by  writing  Mrs.  Fern 
Christensen,  Deparimeni  of 
Secondary  Education.

The  slide  presentation  includes 
such  places  as  the  newly- 
reconstructed  Fort  St.  Jean  Bap- 
tiste;  Bayou  Amulet,  which  was  the 
subject  of  an  international  dispute 
in  1735;  and  the  El  Camino  Real,  a 
trading  route  that  passed  through 
Natchitoches  on  its  way  from 
Natchez.  Miss.,  to  San  Antonio, 
Tex.,  on  to  Mexico. 

Several  exterior  and  interior  views 
of  historic  homes  in  Natchitoches 
are  included  in  the  show,  which  also 
spotlights  Natchitoches  at  a  time 
when  the  city  was  the  "head  of  river 
navigation." 


Two  historic  homes  are  given 
special  aiteniion.  and  the  presen- 
tation also  emphasizes  the 
"forgotten  railroad  stations"  which 
served  Natchitoches. 

One  ol  the  homes  spotlighted  li 
the  Ackel-Dranguet  building  on 
Jefferson  Street.  The  home  wa;. 
built  in  1820  and  is  believed  lo  be 
the  oldest  brick  structure  still 
standing  in  Natchitoches.  Mrs. 
Wells  said  bricks  in  the  home  were 
made  by  hand. 

The  other  home  is  the  Levy 
House,  located  on  (he  bank  of 
Bayou  Amulet.  Buih  in  the  I830's  as 
a  one-siory  building,  the  home  is 
significant  because  "it  was  here  that 
a  French  doctor  practiced  for  20 
years  until  it  was  discovered  that  his 
medical  certificates  were  forgeries," 
Mrs.  Wells  stated.

Capped  off  by  a  national 
championship  in  the  400-meter 
relay,  the  1981  outdoor  season  was  a 
record  breaking  year  for  the 
Northwestern  State  track  and  field 
team. 

Along  with  placing  11th  in  the 
nation  at  the  national  meet  the 
Demons  broke  10  school  records 
and  two  Louisiana  state  collegiate 
records  along  with  having  five 
individuals  earn  All-American 
Honors. 

' '  Winning  the  relay  at  the 
nationals  was  a  great  way  to  end  the 
year."  said  Demon  track  Coach 
Jerry  Dyes  in  an  understatement. 
"We  had  some  ups  and  downs  and 
some  frustrations,  but  when  you 
end  a  year  like  we  were  able  to  this 
year  it  makes  up  for  the  difficult 


pan  of  the  season." 

The  relay  team  of  Victor  Oatis. 
Joe  Delaney,  Mario  Johnson  and 
Mark  Duper  set  a  school  record  with 
a  39.32  locking,  which  also  set  a 
state  record,  breaking  the  old 
Demon  mark  of  39-48  set  last 
season.

NSU  Netters  Earn  19-3  Mark, 
Place  Second  in  TAAC  Tournament 

After  winning  19  dual  matches  and  one  tournament  during  the  regular 
season.  Northwestern  State's  men's  tennis  team  closed  ihe  season  with  a 
second  place  finish  in  the  Trans  America  Conference  Tournament. 

The  Demons  were  19-3  overall  in  dual  matches  and  won  the  Border 
Olympic  Team  Tournament  and  placed  fourth  in  the  Big  Gold  Invitational 
at  Southern  Mississippi  before  the  season  ended  al  (he  conference  meet. 

Northwestern  had  one  singles  champion  and  one  doubles  champion  at  the 
conference  meet.  Jorge  Salkeld.  a  sophomore  from  Lima.  Peru  won  the 
No.  4  singles  while  improving  his  season  mark  to  26-3.  Salkeld  then  teamed 
with  Iker  Ortiz  to  win  the  No.  I  doubles  championship. 

"Jorge  just  had  a  tremendous  season  for  us,"  said  Demons  net  Coach 
Johnnie  Emmons.  "He  played  well  all  season  and  when  he  wasn't  playing 
his  best  he  had  enough  desire  and  hustle  to  still  win  most  of  the  time." 

Overall  the  Demons  had  four  of  their  singles  players  win  20  matches 
during  the  season  as  the  team  won  over  70  percent  of  the  singles  matches 
that  were  played.  Behind  Salkeld.  Donny  Lovo  was  22-6  at  No.  5,  Hugo 
Molina  was  21-6  at  No.  6,  Wynand  Wessels  was  20-9  at  No.  2.  Iker  Ortiz 
was  17-12  playing  No.  1  and  Alfredo  Trullenque  was  13-12  at  the  No.  3 
position. 

"The  main  reason  we  won  this  season  was  because  of  the  balance  we  had 
in  singles  play,"  pointed  out  Emmons.  "Iker  Ortiz  did  a  great  job  as  a 
leader  for  us  playing  the  No.  I  singles  and  the  rest  of  the  team  played  well  so 
that  we  usually  were  in  pretty  good  shape  going  into  doubles  play." 

While  Salkeld  was  the  only  player  to  gain  a  championship  in  the  TAAC 
tournament,  the  team  depth  was  again  apparent.  Lovo  and  Molina  both 
placed  second  ai  No.  5  and  No.  6,  respectively,  while  Wessels  was  fourth 
and  Trullenque  was  third.  After  a  first  round  loss  Ortiz  came  back  to  claim 
fifth  place. 

"Iker  showed  that  a  leader  he  is  by  his  play  in  the  tournament."  added 
Emmons.  "After  he  lost  in  the  first  round  he  came  back  to  win  two  more 
singles  matches  and  then  teamed  with  Salkeld  for  some  great  matches  to  win 
the  doubles  championship.  Something  like  that  really  means  alot  to  a 
team." 

Ortiz  and  Salkeld  ended  the  season  with  a  12-7  doubles  record.  Lovo  and 
Wessels  had  the  top  mark  of  14-3  while  Molina  and  Lyti  Allen  were  1 1-5. 
Both  Lovo  and  Wessels  and  Allen  and  Molina  placed  third  in  the  conference 
tournament. 

."The  best  thing  about  the  players  we  had  this  season  is  that  they  are 
winners."  said  Emmons.  "When  they  got  in  a  close  match  they  knew  that 
somehow  they  would  win.  On  days  that  we  did  not  play  well  we  still  had 
enough  courage  to  make  sure  that  we  won  the  meet  and  that's  something 
that  you  can't  teach  a  kid."

For  Northwestern  Baseballers 

i  .nluig  lo  yd  ihe  piiching  and  hiiiing  to  be  hut  ar  ihc  same  lime  was  listed 
as  Ihc  mam  reasmi  lor  the  disappointing  season  oi  the  Northwestern  State 
baseball  team,  according  to  C  oai.h  Herhie  Smith 

The  Demons  finished  ihc  year  16  42,  \ei(ing  a  school  mark  tor  most 
losses  ji)  a  season  and  tying  a  school  record  with  a  l5-game  losing  streak 
during  the  season. 

The  Dcmonv  did  however  eaiir  a  doublchcader  split  with  Southwest 
Contercncc  foe  Houston  and  splii  another  pair  ot"  games  with  Lamar,  a 
team  in  the  Southland  Conference  which  had  been  ranked  in  the  nations  top 
ZOmost  of  the  season. 

"We  knew  early  we  mighi  have  piiching  problems  and  we  did  have 
trouble  there  earl>  m  the  season,"  noted  Smith.  "Our  pitching  staff  was 
real  young  and  despite  hitting  the  ball  fairly  well  early  we  were  still  losing 
games  because  we  were  gi\ing  up  too  many  runs." 

The  Demons  were  13-19  after  32  games  and  led  ihc  Trans  America  West 
DiMsion  with  a  2-0  mark.  Bui  from  there  Nonhwesiern  won  just  three  of  its 
final  20  games,  including  losing  its  final  10  league  games.  The  Demons 
scored  no  more  ihai  one  run  in  10  of  those  final  26  games,  being  shutou'. 
seven  times. 

"For  the  final  two-thirds  of  the  season  we  just  did  not  hit  the  ball." 
admitted  Smith.  "When  out  pitching  finally  started  to  get  a  little  better  we 
couldn't  score  any  runs.  Thar  was  disappointing  in  that  we  had  the  same 
kids  last  year  hiiiing  the  ball  much  heiier." 

Nonhwesiern  ended  the  season  with  jusi  one  player  hitting  over  the  .300 
mark.  Left  fielder  Dean  Riviere,  who  stepped  into  the  starting  line-up  after 
injuries  to  David  Holloway  and  .lim  Oliver,  hit  .302  in  just  30  games. 

Catcher  Sieve  Holiowav  was  right  behind  at  .2'W  while  second  baseman 
Doug  Guelde  hit  .273.  Hollowa\  also  led  the  team  in  runs  batted  in  with  24 
and  tied  Steve  Graf  for  the  home  run  lead  wrih  four. 

The  Demons  tied  three  individual  marks  and  set  one  new  standard  while 
as  a  team  three  other  records  along  wnh  the  number  of  losses  were  broken. 
Holloway  tied  the  season  record  by  playing  58  games  while  shortstop  Chris 
Marshall  tied  the  mark  for  at  bats  in  a  season  with  178. 

Both  Da\id  and  Steve  Holloway  along  with  centerlielder  Toussaint  are 
Ihe  senrors  who  will  iroi  be  back  for  next  season  as  the  entire  mound  staff 
was  mad  up  this  spring  of  underclassmen. 

NSU  Softball  Enjoys  Success 

Despite  losing  their  first  two  games  of  the  state  tournament,  ihe  Nor- 
thwestern State  Softball  team  had  what  Coach  James  Smith  called  a 
successful  season"  in  compiling  a  14-10  overall  mark. 

The  Lady  Demons  were  14-8  during  the  regular  season,  defeating 
Division  I  Slate  champion  McNeese  State  in  the  last  regular  game.  But  the 
Lady  Demons  saw  their  season  end  when  they  were  upset  by  Nicholls  State 
and  New  Orleans  In  the  stale  meet. 

The  Lady  Demons  did  well  against  their  north  Louisiana  rivals,  splitting 
four  games  with  Louisiana  Tech  and  taking  three  out  of  four  from  Nor- 
theast Louisiana.

Jones  ended  the  season 
batting  .357  and  had  a  fielding  percentage  of  .927.  committing  just  eight 
errors  during  the  season.  Wigley  hit  .300  for  the  year  and  had  a  fielding 
percentage  of  .966  while  handling  175  chances  at  first  base. 

The  lop  average  on  the  team  belonged  to  catcher  Jackie  Calandro  who  hit

AA  national  poll. 

"I  think  the  game  at  Boise  State  will  be  matching  two  of  the  top  teams  in 
our  divi.sion."  said  Demon  Coach  A.L.  Williams  of  the  season  opener. 
"We  are  certainly  looking  forward  to  the  challenge  of  playing  the  top  team 
in  the  nation  a  year  ago,

against  Northeast  Louisiana.  The  Demons  are  the  only  team  that  has 
defeated  McNeese  State  during  the  regular  season  over  the  past  two  years, 
winning  13-10  in  Lake  Charles  last  fall. 

The  annual  Slate  Fair  Classic  will  be  held  in  Shrevepori  on  October  17 
with  the  Demons  being  the  home  team  this  fall.  Louisiana  Tech  won  a 
thrilling  27-23  contest  in  front  of  36,000  fans  at  the  state  fair  game  a  year 
ago. 

The  remaining  home  game  on  the  schedule  will  be  Homecoming  against 
East  Texas  State  on  October  3.  Other  road  games  will  be  at  Abilene 
Christian.  Southeastern  Louisiana  and  Nicholls  Stale. 

The  Demons  were  8-3  last  fall,  winning  all  six  games  played  in  Harry 
"Rags"  Turpin  Stadium.  Five  home  games  are  on  the  lO-game  schedule 
this  fall,  plus  the  annual  battle  with  Tech  in  Shrevepori.
